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This communication is in response to the Restriction Requirement in the Office Action of 
July 2, 2007, claims of Group I (claims 1-20 and 39-54) are elected for examination, with traverse 

In the Office Action, the claims of Group II were stated to be "claims 20-28" which are 
drawn to a method. It is assumed that Group II actually includes claims 21-38, which are all of the 
method claims in the application. Claim 21 is the independent claim, and claims 22-38 are all 
dependent claims depending from independent claim 21. 

In paragraph 2 of the Office Action, it was noted that the inventions of Groups I and II are 
related as product and process of use. Justification for restriction was stated to be: "In the instant 
case, the composition can be used in the process of forming a unitary, unsupported, and cured sheet 
of the film former." 

A comparison of claims 1 and 2 1 shows that the method of claim 2 1 makes use of the jobsite- 
renewable floor finish defined in claim 1. Claims 1 and 21 read as follows: 
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1. A jobsite-renewable floor finish comprising a film former and 
sufficient lightness-inducing pigment to provide a translucent hardened finish layer 
having an increased lightness value. 



21 . A floor coating method comprising applying to a flooring substrate a 
mixture comprising a film former and sufficient lightness-inducing pigment to 
provide a translucent jobsite-renewable finish having an increased lightness value. 

The assertion in the Office Action that the composition can be used to form an unsupported 
sheet ignores the phrases "floor finish" and "finish layer" that appear in claim 1. An unsupported 
sheet is neither a "floor finish" nor a "finish layer". Reconsideration and withdrawal of the 
restriction requirement is requested, so that all claims 1-54 can be examined in this application. 
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
